Ex-Presidents Lead Fund Drive 


WASHINGTON I President Bush enlisted two 
former presidents for an ambitious private 
fund-raising drive for victims of the deadly 
tsunami on Monday, asking Americans to 
open their wallets to help the millions left 
homeless, hungry and injured. 

“The devastation in the region defies com- 
prehension,” Bush said as he announced the 
campaign to be led by his father and Bill 
Clinton. “I ask every American to contrib- 
ute as they are able to do so.” 

Bush, his wife, Laura, and his two pre- 
decessors paid brief sympathy visits to the 
embassies of the four nations hit hardest — 


Indonesia, Sri Lanka, India and Thailand. 
The first lady brought bouquets of white 
roses, and the president wrote messages in 
embassy condolence books, offering prayers 
as well as promises of U.S. aid. 

The president asserted that the United 
States had jumped into action quickly and 
had taken a leading role, despite criticism 
that America’s response was neither swift 
nor leading, especially at first. Other coun- 
tries were quicker to commit large amounts 
of aid money, and Japan has outpaced the 
U.S. pledge, which was increased tenfold on 
Friday to $350 million. Jennifer loven (ap) 


Criticized for slow start, 
America now leads effort 

KARIM RAJIA, INDONESIA I U.S. helicopters res- 
cued dozens of desperate and weak tsunami 
survivors, including a young girl clutching a 
stuffed Snoopy dog, as the American mili- 
tary relief operation reached out to remote 
areas of Indonesia with cartons of food and 
water on Monday. 

Although the United States was not among 
the first at the scene after last week’s natural 
disaster thousands of miles from American 
shores, it is now spearheading the interna- 
tional relief effort and delivering more sup- 
plies than any other nation. 

The Americans flew missions from the 
aircraft carrier USS Abraham Lincoln along 
a 120 -mile stretch of Sumatra island’s rav- 
aged coastline. The tsunami, triggered 
by the most powerful earthquake in 40 
years, has killed more than 139,000 peo- 
ple in Asia and Africa; considerably more 
than half of the deaths were on Sumatra. 

Many of the 60 victims picked up in more 
than two dozen missions Monday — including 
children, elderly and two pregnant women 

— were too weak from eight days with little 
food or water to speak or move. 

The U.S. operation in Sumatra is part of 
a wider international effort. The American 
helicopters brought survivors to an air base in 
Banda Aceh where medical teams — includ- 
ing Chinese, Australians and Indonesians 

— tended to their immediate needs before 
putting them into trucks destined for nearby

WASHINGTON! The Food and Drug 
Administration has given a whistle- 
blower scientist permission to pub- 
lish data indicating that as many as 
139,000 people had heart attacks 
that may be linked to Vioxx, the sci- 
entist’s lawyer said Monday.

Congress Faces New Goals 


Bush greets freshmen 
lawmakers with call 
to achieve ‘big things’ 

WASHINGTON! President Bush wel- 
comed newly elected members of 
Congress to town Monday with a 
call “to achieve big things,” begin- 
ning with help for foreigners dev- 
astated by the tsunami. 

Bush has pledged $350 million 
for countries hit by waves after an 
earthquake shook the floor of the 
Indian Ocean and has held out pros- 
pects for more aid. He said he’ll call 
on Congress to make good on the 
pledge and to support the U.S. 
military’s effort to bring relief in 
the region. 


But he said he also wants to 
make his mark in his second term 
by reforming Social Security and 
the legal system; improving the 
tax code, school 
standards and the 
budget process; 
and making health 
care accessible to 
more Americans. 

“I want to con- 
front problems, 
and I will,” Bush said, looking out 
at dozens of new lawmakers and 
their spouses gathered in the East 
Room. “I’ll call upon Congress to 
take on big issues, and I look for- 
ward to working with members of 
both parties to do just that.” 

“This town is sometimes too 


partisan and too political,” Bush 
said. “And my hope is, is that we 
can show the nation that we can 
come together to achieve big things 
for the good of the country.” 

Bush noted that the new con- 
gressional class included farm- 
ers, ranchers, attorneys, doctors, 
teachers, entrepreneurs, a sheriff 
and a former member of his Cabinet. 
Several of the new members also 
have siblings or parents who have 
served, leading Bush to joke about 
how he knows firsthand the dan- 
gers of having family members in

in Austin that charged three of the 
Texas Republican’s associates. 

When Republicans began their 
closed- door meeting Monday night, 
leaders were considering a rules 
change that would have made it 
tougher to rebuke a House mem- 
ber for misconduct.

Stretch of 
Safety in 
Air Travel 

Low number of deaths 
in commercial crashes 
credited to technology 

WASHINGTON I Only 34 people 
have died in U.S. commercial air- 
line crashes in the past three years, 
making it one of the safest periods 
in aviation history even as more 
Americans than ever travel by air. 

On Oct. 20, a Corporate Airlines 
turboprop crashed on approach to 
the Kirksville Regional Airport in 
Missouri, killing 13 people. Those 
were the only fatalities aboard U.S. 
scheduled airlines for the year. 

Last year, the number of fatal 
accidents per 100,000 departures 
was .015. Air travelers are esti- 
mated to have boarded planes 685 
million times in 2004, a 3 percent 
increase over 2000, the previous 
busiest year, according to the Air 
Transport Association. 

Marion Blakey, who heads the 
Federal Aviation Administration, 
said new technology has improved 
safety. For example, many planes 
now have systems that warn pilots 
if they’re about to fly too close to the 
ground.

Gonzales Memos Withheld 


Congressional panel 
won’t see all writings 
by nominee on torture 

WASHINGTON I Attorney General 
nominee Alberto Gonzales’ con- 
firmation hearing this week may 
become more contentious because 
the White House has refused to pro- 
vide copies of his memos on the 
questioning of terror suspects. 

“We go into the hearing with 
some knowledge of what has 
occurred because of press reports 
or leaks but without the hard evi- 
dence that will either exonerate or 
implicate Judge Gonzales in this 


policy,” complained Sen. Richard 
Durbin of Illinois, the Senate’s No. 
2 Democrat, on Monday. 

Durbin and other Democrats 
plan to question 
Gonzales on his 
involvement in the 
policies concerning 
questioning — poli- 
cies that the Justice 
Department has 
backed away from. 

Still, the issue probably won’t be 
enough to stop Republicans from 
confirming Gonzales as the first 
Hispanic attorney general. 

Republicans hold 55 seats in the 
new Senate, while Democrats con- 


trol 44 seats and there is an inde- 
pendent. 

“I think the hearing will be 
contentious, but in the end Judge 
Gonzales will be confirmed because 
he deserves to be confirmed,” said 
Sen. John Cornyn, R-Texas. 

The Justice Department in 2002 
asserted that President Bush’s war- 
time powers superseded anti-tor- 
ture laws and treaties. Gonzales, 
while at the White House, wrote 
similar memos. 

Durbin says the White House 
has refused to give those memos to 
Democrats so they can determine 
exactly how the policies were craft- 
ed.

Logistics Snarl Aid Plans 


U.N., Red Cross cite 
difficulties getting 
into hardest-hit areas 

GENEVA I Logistical problems are 
hampering the unprecedented 
global effort to deliver aid to the 
millions of people suffering from 
tsunami damage around the Indian 
Ocean, particularly in Indonesia’s 
Aceh province, the United Nations 
and Red Cross said. 

With an international tsunami 
relief budget of about $2 billion, the 
amount of aid and staff arriving in 
the vast region is causing bottle- 
necks, said Jamie McGoldrick, an 
official of the U.N. Office for the 


Coordination of Humanitarian 
Affairs, or OCHA. “I think that it 
could be simply down to the fact 
there’s just too many people arriving 
in these places,” McGoldrick said. 

McGoldrick said the United 
Nations, which has appealed for 
governments of tsunami-hit coun- 
tries to remove all bureaucratic 
obstacles to aid deliveries, had 
received no reports of such prob- 
lems. But tsunami destruction of 
roads and ports was complicating 
the problem, he said. 

The International Federation 
of Red Cross and Red Crescent 


Societies said the Indonesian gov- 
ernment has asked it to coordi- 
nate relief to Meulaboh, a hard- 
hit city. But the Red Cross efforts 
are being slowed by transportation 
bottlenecks, said spokeswoman Sian 
Bowen. “Some of the areas are pret- 
ty inaccessible,” she said. 

The Red Cross will likely rely 
on helicopters to deliver aid sup- 
plies to the worst affected areas of 
Aceh — which was hit hardest by the 
disaster — as many roads are still 
impassable and most communities 
lack runways for larger aircraft to 
land, Bowen explained, (ap)

In Indonesia, U.S. Walks 
Fine Line in Relief Effort 

Reaching out to most populous Muslim nation 


JAKARTA I U.S. soldiers are being wel- 
comed like heroes as they haul food 
and water into battered Indonesia, 
but their long-term presence could 
raise concerns that Washington is 
using the tragedy to establish a per- 
manent military presence. 

So far the U.S. relief campaign 
in Aceh province after the Dec. 26 
earthquake and tsunami appears to 
be winning over even the harshest 
critics in the world’s most populous 
Muslim nation. The disaster killed 
more than 94,000 people here and 
Indonesia is expected to get a large 
portion of the $350 million in aid 
that Washington has pledged. 

Analysts said a successful relief 
effort could help boost the United 
States’ sagging image among 
Muslims here. 

Just weeks ago, the thought 


of U.S. soldiers on Indonesian 
soil would have drawn howls in 
a country where nationalism and 
suspicion of foreigners run deep. 
Indonesia has rejected offers of 
foreign troops to help it battle ter- 
rorism. It also opposed a U.S. plan to 
tighten security in the vital Malacca 
Straits, which might have stationed 
U.S. troops in the region. 

Secretary of State Colin Powell, 
who arrived in Thailand on Monday 
night, said the U.S. relief effort was 
not a public relations exercise. 

“We are not doing this because 
we are seeking political advan- 
tage, or just because we are try- 
ing to make ourselves look better 
with Muslims,” Powell said. “We’re 
doing this because these are human 
beings in need, in desperate need.”

An Urgent 
Plea From 
Somalia 

Promised aid has not 
yet arrived in country 
where 200 people died 

NAIROBI, KENYA I At least 50,000 
people in Somalia urgently need 
food, water, shelter and medical 
care a week after deadly tsunamis 
slammed African shores, a govern- 
ment spokesman said. 

Some 24 countries, including 
the United States, Italy, Germany 
and Saudi Arabia, have pledged to 
send relief supplies to Somalia, but 
nothing has arrived on the ground, 
said presidential spokesman Yusuf 
Mohamed Ismail. 

“We are very happy that relief 
supplies have arrived in Asia, which 
was hit the hardest by the tragedy, 
but Somalia — which has been rav- 
aged by a 13 -year civil war, drought 
and political neglect — also needs 
emergency help to deal with the 
latest calamity,” Yusuf told The 
Associated Press on Monday. 

At least 200 people were killed 
and many others are missing after 
violent waves hammered the 
Somali coast on Dec. 26, Yusuf said.

Latest mad cow case 
not in food supply; 
U.S. to lift import ban 

TORONTO I Canada’s agriculture 
minister said Monday the country’s 
second case of mad cow disease poses 
no threat to public health or trade. 

Canada confirmed Sunday that 
an eight-year-old dairy cow from the 
province of Alberta tested positive 
for bovine spongiform encephalopa- 
thy. The results confirmed prelimi- 
nary tests released last week. 

Agriculture Minister Andrew 
Mitchell emphasized Monday that 
the infected cow did not enter the 
human food or animal feed supply 
and posed no risk to the public. 

He also said it won’t affect the 
United States’ decision, announced 
last Wednesday, to reopen its bor- 
der to Canadian cattle in March. 
The border was closed to Canadian 
beef 19 months ago when a cow in 
northern Alberta was discovered 
with mad cow disease. 

“Canada has been assured by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture that this case will have 
no impact on the restoration of live 
cattle and broadened beef trade,” 
Mitchell said, rob gillies (ap) 


Official reopens debate 

BAGHDAD I Insurgents pressed 
their bloody campaign to sabotage 
Iraq’s Jan. 30 elections with three 
car bombs and a roadside attack 
Monday, one near the prime minis- 
ter’s party headquarters in Baghdad 
and others targeting Iraqi troops 
and a U.S. security company. 

At least 16 people were killed, 
bringing the toll over two days to 
about 50 and emphasizing how 
poorly prepared Iraq’s interim 
government is to provide security 
before the vote. U.S. and Iraqi lead- 


ers have repeatedly warned that the 
guerrillas would step up violence, 
but both have been unable to pre- 
vent attacks. 

The country’s defense minis- 
ter, meanwhile, traveled to Egypt 
to seek help in getting Iraq’s Sunni 
Muslim minority to take part in the 
elections. Leaders of the Sunni com- 
munity, about 20 percent of the pop- 
ulation, say the country is far too 
unsafe to hold the vote. A low turn- 
out could undermine the legitimacy 
of the country’s first free elections 


since the overthrow of the monar- 
chy in 1958. 

Defense Minister Hazem 
Shaalan suggested that if Sunnis 
agreed to participate, the vote could 
be postponed by a few weeks to give 
them time to prepare. Iraq’s Sunni 
areas, mostly surrounding and west 
of Baghdad, have seen some of the 
worst violence in recent weeks. 

But Fareed Ayar, a spokesman 
for Iraq’s Independent Electoral 
Commission, was adamant that no 
delay was envisioned. “The commis- 
sion is still working on holding the 
elections on schedule,” he said, (ap) 


Peru Readies for Battle With Rebels 


Forces aim to retake police station from gunmen 


ANDAHUAYLAS, PERU I Government 
security forces moved into position 
Monday to retake a police station 
seized over the weekend by an armed 
nationalist group as the leader said 
on radio he was still willing to sur- 
render under certain conditions. 

Small groups of police and sol- 
diers in camouflage gear and car- 
rying automatic weapons moved 
downtown, hugging the walls under 
a heavy downpour. Sporadic gunfire 
crackled in the background. 

The action came alittle more than 
two hours after Radioprogramas 
radio broadcast a statement from 


Peru’s Interior Ministry saying 
in light of former Maj. Antauro 
Humala’s refusal to surrender, 
civilians living near the police sta- 
tion should “leave the area in face 
of the imminent start of actions to 
retake the police station.” 

Humala on Saturday overran 
the police station with 100 gunmen, 
wounding five officers and taking 10 
hostages. The rebels had demand- 
ed the resignation of President 
Alejandro Toledo, who they claim 
has sold out Peru to business inter- 
ests in Chile, a historic rival. Toledo 
refused to step down, (ap)

Kuwaiti Soldiers

KUWAIT CITY I Kuwait has arrested 
up to four members of its armed 
forces who are suspected of plotting 
to attack allied troops, a Kuwaiti 
military spokesman said Monday. 

Brig. Youssef al-Mullah would 
not identify the troops they were 
suspected of plotting against, but 
they are believed to be American. 
Kuwait is a staging ground for U.S. 
troops going into Iraq. 

Kuwait has witnessed several

but this is the first time in many years 
that members of the armed forces

U.S. Troops Make Effort 
To Limit Number of Arrests 

The U.S. military is taking as few 
prisoners as possible in its campaign 
against al Qaeda and the Taliban in 
Afghanistan, partly to forestall more 
complaints about its conduct after 
eight prisoners died in custody, a 
U.S. commander said Monday.

Algerian security forces arrested the 
leader of the Armed Islamic Group, 
a radical insurgency movement, and 
killed his replacement, the Interior 
Ministry said Monday. The GIA was 
at the forefront of the bloody insur- 
gency that erupted in 1992 after the 
army canceled elections to thwart a 
likely victory by Muslim fundamen- 
talists. About 120,000 people have 
been killed in the violence, (ap) 

GERMANY 

Cutback in Jobless Benefits 
Leads to Clashes in Berlin 

Several hundred protesters clashed 
with police at a Berlin unemploy- 
ment office Monday as a sharp cut- 
back in jobless benefits took effect. 
The new law taking effect Monday is 
part of German Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder’s program to shake up the 
country’s expensive welfare state

TiVo Changes Screens 

New feature lets users watch TV on computers 


SAN JOSE, calif. I TiVo Inc. pio- 
neered digital video recording as 
a new way of watching television 

— when you want it. Now it could 
be TV where you want it, too. 

The long-awaited service fea- 
ture called TiVoToGo, set to launch 
Monday, will give users their first 
taste of TiVo untethered. 

No longer confined to TiVo digital 
video recorders in the living room or 
bedroom, subscribers will be able to 
transfer their recorded shows to PCs 
or laptops and take them on the road 

— as long as the shows are not spe- 
cially tagged with copy restrictions. 


Users also will be able to copy 
shows onto a DVD — soon after 
the service launch, company offi- 
cials said.

AT L A N TA I A simpler, cheaper air fare 
schedule is reportedly coming to 
Delta Air Lines Inc., a move that 
could lure back customers to an air- 
line struggling to avoid bankruptcy. 

Delta is planning to replicate 
nationwide a fare -cutting plan 
called SimpliFares it has been test- 
ing since August in Cincinnati, leav- 
ing some flights 60 percent cheaper 
than before, according to a report 
in Time magazine. 

The Atlanta-based airline 
wouldn’t confirm or refute the report 
Monday, but airline industry ana- 
lysts said they expected the change. 

The main change would be a 
streamlined fare schedule to reduce 
fluctuations in what different fliers 
pay. Included in the changes would 
be elimination of the unpopular 
Saturday- stay requirements and 
cheaper fares for last-minute fliers, 
so the biggest savings would likely 
be felt by business travelers.

Five Indicted for Md. Arson 



Prosecutors still seek 
motive for blaze in 
housing development 

GREENBELT, MD. I Less than a month 
after a $10 million fire-setting spree 
that was described as the state’s larg- 
est- ever residential arson, prosecu- 
tors announced Monday that five 
young men have been indicted by 
a federal grand jury. 

Interim U.S. Attorney Allen 
Loucks — hours after being sworn 
in — made the announcement with 
top officials of five law enforcement 
agencies at his side. But his declara- 
tion included no information about 
the possible motives. 

The suspects were indicted on 
identical charges of arson, con- 
spiracy to commit arson, and aid- 
ing and abetting. 

Loucks didn’t rule out the pos- 
sibility that other arrests could be 
made. The indictment alleges that 
the five suspects conspired with 
each other “and with other per- 


sons known and unknown to the 
grand jury.” Loucks also wouldn’t 
comment on why a sixth defendant, 
Michael Gilbert, 21, was charged 
but not indicted. 

Prosecutors have said they were 
looking into whether race was a fac- 
tor; many of the homeowners mov- 
ing into the development were black 


while those arrested were white men 
in their early 20s. 

Investigators believe they’ve 
answered the questions of “who, 
what, when and how,” said Kevin 
Perkins, the FBI’s special agent in 
charge of Baltimore’s field office. 
But, he added, “still unknown is

District, Suburbs 
See Fire-Related 
Deaths Rise in ’04 

WASHINGTON I The number of fire 
deaths in the Washington region 
was up in 2004, with many occur- 
ring last month. 

Fifteen people died in residen- 
tial fires in Prince George’s County, 
Md. last year — more than double 
the number from the year before. 
Fifteen people also perished in the 
District of Columbia — three more 
than in 2003. 


Ten died in Fairfax County, 
Va., compared to seven the year 
before. 

Montgomery County, Md., saw 
the only drop. Four people died in 
fires, one less than in 2003. 

Fire officials say most of the 
deadly fires started in homes and 
could have been prevented before 
even starting. 

“It’s people smoking, cooking, 
using space heaters and decora- 
tive candles,” said Capt. Chauncey 
Bowers, a spokesman for the Prince 
George’s County Fire/Emergency 
Medical Services Department.

New Push for Voting Rights 


Soldiers make plea to Congress on D.C. s behalf 


WASHINGTON I When Emory Kosh 
talked democracy with his fellow 
soldiers in Iraq, many of them were 
shocked to hear that the District 
of Columbia doesn’t have a vote in 
Congress. 

Soldiers from other states wrote 
home to their families about District 
voting rights, he said. Kosh has since 
been honorably discharged and is 
back at home, so on Monday he 
and two other D.C. veterans from 
his company took their fight to 
Congress. 

“I want to speak up and ask 
that Congress take the first step 
[Tuesday] to give my family 


and me and my fellow D.C. citi- 
zens voting representation,” said 
Kosh, 22. 

Del. Eleanor Holmes Norton, 
D-D.C., was allowed to vote on the 
House floor from 1993 until 1995, 
when Republicans took control of 
Congress and changed the rules. 

Norton wants another rules 
change to restore the vote in 
the 109th Congress, which con- 
venes Tuesday. Mayor Anthony A. 
Williams and Councilwoman Carol 
Schwartz, the city’s lone Republican 
elected official, also vowed to lobby 
for the vote. 

“Our country and most democ- 


racies would find the withdrawal of 
voting rights intolerable anywhere 
in the world,” Norton said. 

Kosh said the vote would be less 
than Iraqi citizens will have on Jan. 
30. But it’s the first step toward full 
democracy for D.C., he said. 

Kosh, 22-year-old Marcus 
Gray and Isaac Lewis, 26, all 
combat engineers charged with 
clearing mine fields, requested 
meetings with House Speaker 
J. Dennis Hastert, D -111., and 
Democratic Leader Nancy Pelosi 
of California. 

Pelosi met with the trio Monday, 
but Norton said Hastert had refused 
even a meeting with his staff.

BALTIMORE I ABrooklyn Park man 
infected with hepatitis C during a 
heart test in October died on 
Christmas Day, his daughter said. 

John Leto, 80, died at Harbor 
Hospital after developing pneu- 
monia, said Delma Macey, 63, of 
Severna Park, Md. Macey said her 
father, who walked daily, went Oct. 
15 for a “routine stress test.” 

Dublin, Ohio -based Cardinal 
Health said Maryland health offi- 
cials are focusing their investiga- 
tion on the company’s Timonium 
pharmacy. All 12 of the hepatitis C 
cases identified so far were among 
a group of 16 people who received 
doses of a radioactive testing iso- 
tope from a single vial on Oct. 15, 
the company said in a statement 
posted to its Web site. 

Cardinal spokesman Jim 
Mazolla said the company “offers 
our condolences to the family and 
we are working as quickly as we can 
with the department [of health] to

Staying Fit ... 
In February 


Want to be sure you’ll 
stick with your fitness 
plan? Here’s how. 

RESOLUTIONS I With the start of 
200 5, millions are embarking on 
exercise regimens that most will 
abandon within weeks. 

“In January, nearly every health 
club is bulging at the seams, and by 
mid-February, they’re half empty,” 
noted John M. Jakicic, chair of 
the Department of Health and 
Physical Activity at the University 
of Pittsburgh. 

That’s because expectations 
about exercise and reality often don’t 
match. Those who have resolved to 
get fit in the New Year frequently 
underestimate the time it takes to 
get in shape and the effort involved. 
They also overlook the real — and 
perceived — barriers to exercise in 
a world that increasingly engineers 
physical activity out of daily life. 

It doesn’t have to be this way. 
Physiologists offer the following 
advice for sticking with an exer- 
cise routine: 

FIND AN ACTIVITY YOU LOVE, 

You might think you should 
jog, but if you hate run- 
ning, you won’t stick 
with it. “The best activ- 
ity,” noted Jakicic, “is 
the one you do, not 
the one you think 
you will do.” 

GO SLOW. Too 
much too soon is 
a recipe for inju- 
ry. If you try to start 
with a full rou- 
tine, “the body 
is overwhelmed,” 
said William J. 

Kraemer, profes 
sor of physiology at 
the University of Connecticut 

Whatever type of activity 
you optfor, make sure you 
develop a specific plan. 


in Storrs. “You have to ... build the 
exercise habit.” 

How slow to go? Plan for 20 min- 
utes a day the first two weeks, espe- 
cially for those 30 and older. At that 
age, “you can’t get in shape in two 
weeks,” said Kraemer. Start with 
“very easy” workouts, he said. 

WAIT FOR THE WEIGHTS. Starting 
everything at once — cardiovascu- 
lar, weight training, cutting back on 
calories — leads to failure, Kraemer 
said. Begin weight training about 
four weeks into your routine. “Start 
lifting twice a week for about two 
to three weeks,” he said. 

GET SOME EQUIPMENT. There’s 
always a risk your stationary bike 
will be an expensive clothes rack. 
But Jakicic and his colleagues 
find that people with home exer- 
cise equipment stay active. 

PROXIMITY COUNTS. Be sure what- 
ever you choose to do is close to your 
home, office or school. Take advan- 
tage of free stuff nearby. Studies 
suggest people near parks and rec- 
reation centers are 
more active. 
DEVELOP A 
PLAN. Make 
workouts as 
y much of a 
habit as brush- 
ing your teeth. 
Research sug- 
gests that set- 
ting aside the 
same time daily 
for one activity 
leads to suc- 
cess. “Don’t

Physicians try to 
discharge fast food 
from hospital eateries 

H E ALTH I Andrew Hudnall agonized 
about whether his doctor would be 
unhappy with his lunch. The 57- 
year- old heart patient had bought 
a McDonald’s sandwich — in the 
food court of the Cleveland Clinic, 
where doctors are trying to get fast 
food out of the building. 

Pizza Hut left. Nine remain, 
including McDonald’s and 
Subway. 

“People are here for heart prob- 
lems, including me. ... This is tempt- 
ing,” said Hudnall. 

Having fries at the Cleveland 
Clinic, a leading center for treat- 
ing heart disease, sends the wrong 
message, clinic officials said. 


“We’re looking at every vendor on 
campus and asking if this represents 
what we are trying to present to our 
patients,” Angela Caiman, Cleveland 
Clinic spokeswoman, said. 

Prominent heart researchers and 
surgeons work at the heart center, 
which sees more than 205,000 
patients annually. 

“Do we serve healthy foods 
because we’re in a health care 
facility, or do we serve what the 
customers are interested in?” said 
Joyce Hagen-Flint, president of the 
American Association for Health 
Care Service Administrators. 

“Our role, when we saw this as 
an emerging issue, was to become 
part of the solution,” Ken Barun, 
McDonald’s Corp. senior vice presi- 
dent, said. One solution, he said, is a 
“Happy Meal” featuring a salad and 
a pedometer, m.r. kropko (ap)

Gibbs Lays Down 

Coach warns players to show up in offseason 



R E D S K l N S I Joe Gibbs laid down the 
law to his players Monday, a day 
after the end of his worst season 
as an NFL coach. His message: 
Show up for every single offsea- 
son workout, meeting and prac- 
tice — or else. 

“We can’t afford to go through 
another year without making some 
real serious improvements,” the Hall 
of Fame coach said. 

A few weeks ago, there were 
rumors that Gibbs, a 64 -year- old 
diabetic, might step down for health 
reasons. Instead, he appeared ready 
to shift into a higher gear, starting 
with a weeklong evaluation of every 
player on the roster in preparation 
for another big- spending round of 
free agency. 

The next six months, he said, 


will be “the most important part” 
of his return to coaching after 12 
years away. 

Gibbs took full responsibility 
for an offense that ranked 30th 
in the league and scored more 
than 21 points just twice all sea- 
son. The Redskins went nowhere 
despite having the most expensive 
roster and highest paid coaching 
staff in NFL history. 

Gibbs admitted he might have 
been rusty at times, and it showed 
in his spotty clock management and 
in game plans that often appeared 
outdated. 

He cited progress made toward 
the end of the year — the Redskins 
won three of their last five — but 
he said he’s willing to overhaul his 
offensive schemes if necessary.

“We need to take a real long 
hard look at everything on offense,” 
Gibbs said. 

Gibbs was also quick to defend 
himself, including from criticism 
of last season’s high-priced shop- 
ping spree. 

Only tight end Walter Rasby 
and linebacker Mike Barrow went 
in his negative column, while his 
roll call of positives included quar- 
terback Mark Brunell — benched 
nine weeks into the season — and 
running back Clinton Portis — a 
$50.5 million signing who proved 
an awkward fit in Gibbs’ offense. 

To Gibbs’ credit, the list also 
included standouts Cornelius 
Griffin, Shawn Springs, James 
Thrash, Sean Taylor and Chris 
Cooley. 

Gibbs challenged his players 
to match his work ethic, saying he 


expects 100 percent attendance 
during offseason programs that 
are officially deemed “voluntary.” 
He said anyone who skips is mak- 


ing a statement. 

“If they make that statement, 
then we’re going to act according- 
ly,” Gibbs said. Joseph white (ap)

Brunell May Be Ready to Start Over 


Redskins quarterback 
not sure if he wants 
to return as a backup 

R E D S K I N S I Mark Brunell is uncer- 
tain whether he would be content 
to return the Washington Redskins 
as a backup. 

Brunell, who was benched in favor 
of Patrick Ramsey in November, 
commented Monday for the first 
time on coach Joe Gibbs’ announce- 


ment two weeks ago that Ramsey 
will be the starter next season. “I 
want to play, there’s no question,” 
Brunell said. “I’m confident that I 
can still play, no doubt about that. 
It would be hard to be a backup as it 
has been the last few weeks.” 

Brunell, 34, ranked last in the 
league in completion percentage 
when he was benched. His stats 
were the worst of his 11 -year career, 
and he failed to throw for 100 yards 
in five of his nine starts. 


Ramsey led the Redskins to 
victories in three of their last five 
games as the team finished 6-10. 

“Starting this season, but not 
being able to finish, that was 
the frustrating part, particular- 
ly when we were about to turn 
the corner and get some things 
going,” Brunell said. Asked what 
his future holds, Brunell said: “I 
don’t know. Honestly, I expect to 
be a Redskin, and I want to be a 
Redskin.” Joseph white (ap) 


Selig OKs Yanks’ Trade for Johnson 


BASEBALLl Commissioner Bud Selig 
gave his blessing Monday to a trade 
that will send Randy Johnson to the 
Yankees, making a contract exten- 
sion the last major obstacle to be 
resolved in the drawn-out Arizona- 
New York swap.

Heisman Winners to Meet for Title

White, Leinart lead 
Oklahoma, USC into 
Orange Bowl Tuesday 

ORANGE BOWL I Matt Leinart is an 
easygoing Californian, who used 
an NFL-caliber left arm to win 
a Heisman Trophy for USC this 
season. 

Jason White is a tough kid from 
small-town Oklahoma, who over- 
came two devastating knee injuries 
to become a Heisman winner for 
the Sooners last season. 

On Tuesday, they will become 
the first Heisman winners to play 
each other in a college game when 
Southern California and Oklahoma 
meet in the Orange Bowl for the 
national title. 

The top-ranked Trojans 
(12-0) are looking to become the 
first team since Nebraska in 1994- 
95 to win back-to-back Associated 
Press titles. It would be USC’s 
fifth title overall, but first Bowl 
Championship Series title. 

Second-ranked Oklahoma 
(12-0) is shooting for its second 
national championship under 
coach Bob Stoops. The Sooners 
played in the BCS title game last 
season, losing to LSU 21-14 in the 
Sugar Bowl. 

After major knee injuries ended 


both the 2001 and 2002 season for 
White, he finished his career with 
two phenomenal seasons. 

But in the final two games last 
year, he didn’t throw a TD and 
was picked off four times. White 
quickly became a target for critics. 
“I think the biggest thing that sticks 


in my head was the e-mails that I 
got last year after the Sugar Bowl, 
just saying that I need to give back 
the Heisman Trophy,” he said. 

Coming into this season, 
Leinart was the Heisman front- 
runner and won it by throwing for 
2,990 yards and 29 TDs 


Leinart has seemed more at ease 
with the fame that comes with the 
statue.

Cavanaugh resigns 
underpressure, Fassel 
a possible replacement 

RAVENS I Baltimore Ravens offen- 
sive coordinator Matt Cavanaugh 
resigned under pressure Monday 
after meeting with head coach 
Brian Billick, who finally lost 
patience with the team’s sputter- 
ing attack. 

The Ravens (9-7) entered the 
season with aspirations of reach- 
ing the Super Bowl, but they lost four 
of their final six games and failed 
to make the playoffs.

night stands and deals with loneli- 
ness, alienation and his destiny. 

The box-office success of comic 
book-based movies has paved the 
way for the new wave of original 
superhero movies, though. 

“It’s been the post-‘X-Men’ 
comic-book movie that’s 
really kicked it off in terms 
of making it easier to do 
these self-referential super- 
hero movies that aren’t tied 
to pre-established licenses,” 
New Line creative executive 
Jeff Katz said. 

While audiences are proving 
to the conventions in the new 
wave of originals, it’s not the first 
time Hollywood has tried to create 
superheroes. 

“Mystery Men,” based on a rela- 
tively obscure comic, played satiri- 
cal riffs on superhero conventions, 
and grossed a weak $29.7 million 
in 1999. Even “Iron Giant,” the film 
Bird made before “The Incredibles,” 
struggled. 

“An argument could be made 
that Tron Giant’ didn’t succeed 
because it was a comic book 
movie too early,” Katz said. “Same 
as Mystery Men.’ Look at what’s 
happened in the interim.” 

Even if the superhero originals 
look like the latest trend, Bird puts 
them in historical context. 

“I do think that superheroes are 
really old mythologies in Spandex,” 
he said. “A lot of the Greek legends 
are about flawed gods that have 
great powers. They’re arrogant, 
they’re jealous, they’re petty. It’s 
a very old story that is constant- 
ly finding new ways to be told.”

In Search of Martians 


SCIENCE UPDATE I When scientists 
wanted to explore what kind of life 
might exist on Mars, public televi- 
sion’s “NOVA” recorded the build- 
ing and launch of the rovers sent to 
the planet. 

Now, a year later, the “NOVA” 
team is back with “Welcome to 
Mars,” featuring data collected by 
the robots as they searched for signs 
that the planet may once have har- 
bored tiny forms of life. The pro- 
gram airs tonight at 8 p.m. 


Scientists faced a challenge try- 
ing to synchronize their schedules 
with the robots’, mainly because a 
day on Mars lasts 40 minutes lon- 
ger than a day on Earth, producer 
Mark Davis noted. 

“You get this kind of Martian jet 
lag . . . so it was very confusing, espe- 
cially for the first couple of weeks,” 
Davis said. 

Spirit, the first of two rovers to 
land (along with Opportunity), took 
a close-up photo mosaic showing an 


impact crater and an imprint of a 
dry river bed — two signs that water 
once existed, said Steve Squyres, 
an astronomy professor at Cornell 
University who is in charge of the 
rover science team. 

The scientists are digging deeper 
looking for more clues to microbial 
life on Mars. Meanwhile, Squyres 
said scientists haven’t decided when 
this mission will end. 

“Mars is a very dirty, dusty 
place,” he said. “We’re trying

Five cities vying for 
2012 Olympics will 
duke it out in debate 

GOING FOR THE GOLD I Is beach vol- 
leyball better in Central Park or 
by the Eiffel Tower? Are Olympic 
venues more scenic alongside the 
Moscow River or the Thames? 
Would the world’s best athletes 
rather eat bagels on the Upper 
West Side or tapas in Madrid? 

Those and other questions might 
be addressed if the first TV debate in 
Olympic bid history comes off, fea- 
turing senior figures from the five 
cities vying for the 2012 Summer 
Games. The debate would be broad- 
cast by BBC World. 

The date, site and guests for 
the proposed debate have not yet 
been decided, BBC World spokes- 
man Kevin Young said. 

“It’s obviously a good thing for all 
of the cities,” New York 2012 spokes- 
man Michael Moran said. 

While the format would be 
different from the presentations 
made to the International Olympic 
Committee, the debate would also 
allow each city to, as Moran said, 
“highlight their positives.” 

“It’s a fair opportunity for every- 
one to state their arguments,” Paris 
2012 spokesman Jerome Lenfant 
said. Added London 2012 spokes-

man Michael Lee: “It’s good to have 
an open and friendly airing of this 
important debate.” 

Lenfant said all five cities have 
agreed to the program. 

The 2012 host will be selected 
by the IOC on July 6 in Singapore. 
The IOC said it would have no prob- 
lem with the debate, as long as the 
bidding process rules apply. Under 
those regulations, candidate cities 
are forbidden from attacking each 
other; IOC president Jacques Rogge 
recently told the candidates to stop 
sniping at each other. The panel will 
give its recommendations a month

New York: If you can 
smell it there, you 
can smell it anywhere 





When perfumer Laurice Rahme 
decided to open her first store, New 
York made sense. After all, she does 
make scents of New York. 

There’s the white flower- and- 
greens blend known as Gramercy 
Park, the gardenia-laced Madison 
Soiree and the citrus-inspired Little 
Italy. Bergamot, verbena and lime 
blossom capture the fragrance 
of Central Park, and zesty Wall 
Street is all about the smell of 
money, achieved with a blend of 
sea kale and cucumber, marine 
aroma and lavender, and musks 
and ambergris. 

These are among the perfumes 
at Rahme’s little shop, Bond No. 9, 
in the NoHo neighborhood of 
Manhattan — which, to Rahme, 
smells like mandarin orange, vio- 
let leaves and cashmere woods. 

In two years, she’s captured 21 


neighborhoods in bottles, which 
are themselves distinctive. The 
fragrances are kept in large glass 
amphoras that sit on shelves carved 
into larger than life mannequins. 
The perfume is then poured into 
flacons that customers themselves 
choose to match their own taste, 
decor and lifestyle. 

Rahme’s sights — or sniffs — are 
now set on adding Bleeker Street, 
Chinatown and Manhattan’s East 
Side highway known as the FDR. 

Individual scents are in the

works for about six months, with 
Rahme visiting often. Some neigh- 
borhoods get two versions. Chelsea, 
for instance, has a day scent that 
aims to recall the flower and flea 
markets with notes of white peony, 
white hyacinth and musk, while a 
night fragrance captures the smell 
of tobacco that fills the air as people 
step outside bars and restaurants 
to smoke. 

The native Parisian says she 
never doubted that the fragrances 
would find customers beyond the 


five boroughs, but she didn’t expect 
the response to be global. 

“Non-New Yorkers love it [the 
perfume] more than New Yorkers,” 
said Rahme. “I thought our niche 
would be New Yorkers, but our 
Madison Avenue store gets a lot 
of tourists.” 

She added: “Everyone wants a 
piece of New York.” 

Because of the strong emotional 
connection people have with smell, 
they can recall New York vacation 
moments when they get a whiff of 
a familiar scent, she said. 

The only neighborhood name 
Rahme hasn’t been able to put 
in a flacon is Nolita. There’s a 
jewelry company that already 
took the trademark, because it 
might do a fragrance someday.
